First of all, says R. E. Cray, assist- 


ant specialist in. poultry husbandry of

York State Agricultural 


i college, remember that the male is 
j more than half the flock. The cheap- 


I est male is the one with a pedigree 
! record, .stamina, and body conforma- 
| tion; the most expensive male is the 
i scrub which you usually get when ex- 


changing with a neighbor. Remember 
that egg production must be bred in, 
in order to be fed out. 


The good producer has body type 


of capacity measured by its length, 
depth, and width of body, a lean face 
free from wrinkles, and a large, promi- 
nent eye. 
The head should be well 


balanced, broad and deep, with every 
line denoting strength. 
The skin 


should be soft and pliable , and the 
shanks smooth and flat. Above all, the 
breeder should show no signs of sick- 
ness, but it.s personality should de- 
note health, vigor and interested ac- 
tivity. 


Only use those birds for breeders 


which have completed at least one 


j year's production and

VIGOROUS LAMBS 


Breeding ewes which are In good 


condition in the fall need little or no 
grain in winter until about a month 
before lambing, if given all the bright 
legume hay th'ey will eat with an al- 
lowance of silage or roots in addition, 
writes Dorsey McAtee in the Prairie 
Farmer. 
At this time or earlier, if 


they are not in thrifty, vigorous condi- 
tion, they should be given a limited 
amount of concentrates up to one-hall 
pound per head with roughage. 


The best roughages for ewes are 


the legume hays—clover and alfalfa— 
which they like and are rich in pro- 
tein, and help ward off constipation, a 
serious dancer of the ewe. 
Other' 


roughages'useful to feed; with legume 
hay are bright corn fod'der and oat 
straw which has some hay in it. Tim- 
othy hay is too constipating for ewes. 


To insure a crop of strong, healthy 


lambs, exercise for the ewes is essen- 
tial. 
They should have acce§s to a 


dry, sunny yard, well protected from 
wind and storm, and on all fair days 
should be forced to exercise by scat- 
tering roughage over a nearby field. 
When the snow, is deep, paths should 
be broken out' with snow plow or 
stone boat. On stormy days the sheep 
should remain indoors. 


To avoid udder troubles, ewes s'hould 


be given but little grain for _ two or 
three days after lambing, and the al- 
lowance gradually increased with the 
demand for more milk by the lamb. 
With stood roughage, not over two 
oounds of grain, per ewe daily is nec- 
tary. After being turned to pasture 
the ewes need no additional feed, if 
trrazintr is good.

nf'c-r tl.e enos are br0! 
r> .- lambs may 


be expected. It is wise to he close at 
hand during lambing time to assist the 
ewes or any weak lambs. Pens should 
be provided for the e\\e? and their 
newly born lambs. Here each ewe and 
her young may remain for a couple of 
days until they are wonted to each 
other and the lambs are strong enough, 
to look out for themselves among the 
flock.

Scaly Leg in Fowls Is 


Very Easy to Eradicate 


Scales on the legs of fowl are caused 


by a small parasite which burrows un- 
der the small scale-like covering of 
the legs and once safely imbedded, 
multiplies rapidly, thus causing the 
upraising and enlarging "of the scales 
until they become unsightly and, If 
allowed to progress undisturbed, will 
result in lameness and irritation. 


Treatment for scaly leg . is very 


simple and once thoroughly eradicated, 
there is little fear of a return provid- 
ed the quarters are kept clean. First 
clean the houses well and burn all 
trash. 
Give roost poles a thorough 


cleaning with any sort of crude oil or 
with common kerosene, being sure that 
every part is reached. Now catch all 
fowls infected and dip their legs into 
a vessel filled half-full of a mixture 
of lard and kerosene, equal parts. 
Hold in mixture five minutes. 


One treatment usually effects a cure. 


If not, the treatment may be repeated 
in four or five days. Sometimes it is 
necessary to rub the mixture in with 
a «oft brush, or with the ,lingers; the 
main point being to see that the oil 
reaches all parts of the scales. This 
destrojs the parasites, after 
which

Early Hatches Favored 


A late hatched chick will never de- 


velop as rapidly, 
economically, 
or 


reach maturity in as short a time as 
earlier hatches. 
Most of the late 


stock will always appear rather im- 
mature, never attain sufficient size, 
and will not start laying early enough 
to hit the market of high egg prices. 
With late hatched birds a proper feed- 
ing mot bod will help but cannot work 
the miracle of making something worth 
while out of nothing. 


Corn Stover Silage Is 


Good for Winter Feed 


The custom of raking up and burn- 


ing corn stalks is considered a huge 
waste. 
While somewhat depending 


upon local conditions and the feed 
supplies, the destruction of corn sto- 
ver is rightly regarded as a loss. 
Corn stover,-plowed upder, has a the- 
oretical value in fertility of^ about $2 
a ton, but this can hardly be figured 
on the acre basis of tonnage grown 
because stalks are hard to handle in 
plowing under. The feed value is far 
more than $2 a ton. 


Feeding tests have shown that corn 


stover silage—made from the dry 
stalks by the addition of water—has 
a value of about two-thirds that of 
corn silage for wintering beef breed- 
ing cows, and probably is worth >60 
per cent as much as corn silage for 
feeding dairy cows. 
By corn stover 


we mean, of course, cured shock corn 
minus the ears. A considerable per- 
centage of the feeding value of a crop 
of corn is located in the stalks and 
leaves. In trials at four northern ex- 
periment stations the mature ears 
weighed 4,415 pounds an acre, while 
the stover weighed 3.838 pounds an 
acre. About 25 per cent of the diges- 
tible crude protein of the corn crop 
is in the stover and about 37 per cent 
of the total digestible nutrients. 


By destroying the stover we actu- 


ally throw away a good portion of 
labor and expense, to .say nothing of 
the soil fertility elements going into 
the mako-up of the corn crop.

The weather bureau of the United 


States Department of Agriculture is 
frequently asked what is the maxi- 
mum known or possible size of hail- 
stones 
According to its records and 


documents in the weather bureau li- 
brary, the maximum possible size of 
a single hailstone cannot be positive- 
ly stated, but stones larger than a 
man's fist and weighing more than a 
pound have several times been report- 
ed on good authority. In a hailstorm 
in-Natal, on April 17, 1874, stones fell 
that weighed a pound 3nd a half, and 
passed- through a 
corrugated 
iron 


roof as if had been made of paper. 
Hailstones, 1« inches in circumference 
fell in New South Wales, February, 
1847. 
At Cozoria. Spain, on June 15, 


1829, 
houses 
were crushed 
under 


blocks of ice, some of which are said 
to have weighed four and a half 
pounds. In 
October. 1844, a hail- 


storm 
at 
Cette, 
France, 
wrecked 


houses and sank vessels. Authentic 
reports of the finding of hailstones 
much larger than those above men- 
tioned undoubtedly refer in all cases 
to masses of ice resulting from the 
coalescence, after falling, of a num- 
ber of smaller hailstones lying close- 
ly packed together on the ground.
